The case grew out of the shooting i 
at a cage full of miners as they came I 
from their work In the mine at Glen , 
White by a party of men ambushed j 
on the mountain side near by. Iluri* i 
dreds of shots were ttred, but no one 
was hurt. A number of the men \ 
Implicated have been convicted or < 
have confessed. The charge against i 
Snyder Is that while he was not one i 
who actually took part In the shoot- | 
Ing- he had a hand In planning ami ? 
furnishing the arms and ammunition j 
for the ambuscade. 

In the fall of 1917, when the gov- . 
ernment was requiring every coal . 
mine to produce Its limit of coal or 
lie taken over by the Fuel Adminis¬ 
tration, a strike was c'ailed at the 
the Glen White Mine, and lifty of 
the four hundred miners employed 
went out. The mine O6V)Mflue0 10 
turn out Its full quota of coal, the 
Fuel Administration refused to Inter¬ 
fere, and then the-strikers rbsorted 
to force and violence, and the bush¬ 
whacking party of November l«, 
1917, was pulled off. Snyder was a 
member of the local union which call 
ed the strike. 

More than a year went by before 
sulliclent evidence could he had for 
Indictments, but at the March term, 
HMD, of the criminal court of Raleigh 
County four Indictments were re 
turned, eight men being Indicted 
Jointly. The defendant.s elected to 
be tried separately and a trial was 
had against Tony L. Stafford. The 
first trial resulted In a Imng jurs. 
and the second trial In January re¬ 
sulted In a conviction of the defend 
ant Stafford. 

The charge is an attempt to com¬ 
mit murder and Is a felony. Snyder 
Is charged as an accessory before the 
fact. 

Tlie trial will probably last until 
Friday. Some of the witnesses esti¬ 
mate the number of shots lired at 
the miners fleeing from the-cage i«> 
shelter to as.high' as three hundred 
No one vs.is bit The dlstttiet Bred 
was 9Q0 feet and the bullet holes are 
numerous In the buildings around 
the mouth of the mine. The weap¬ 
ons used were Winchesters. Mausers, 
shot guns and pistols. 

One of the witnesses for the State, 
Mrs. Maggie Lethero, of Lester, who 
has been under guar(|Mvas attacked 
at a hotel In Hluetleld and stabbed In 
the left side, the assailant making a 
wound four Inches long hut 
missing vital parts.
